using 


barley or spring wheat on fields where 
the fly has destroyed ihe winter wheat, 
and to all of these inquiries we have 
answered that these cereals, namely 
spring wheat and barley should not 
be seeded, as there is no field so re- 
mote from an infested wheat field as 
to make it safe from the attack of the 
spring breod cf Hc-ssian Fly.
